Piquett Blames Dead 


Horse-Doctor for Har- 


boring of Criminal 
. 


CHICAGO-(£>)-Louis Piquett shift- 


ed the blame for harboring John Oil- 
linger to n self-slain horse doctor and 
his own assistant in a recital of gang- 
land secrets Friday. 


The portiy lawyer took the witness 


stand 
to 
defend 
himself 
against 


charges of concealing his notorious 
client and to deny he was the master 
mind who protected the outlaw from 
the law. 


Piquett turned to the jury with a 


confident air. He readily admitted re- 
ceiving $3,000 from Dillinger, and con- 
fessed he had advised with the fugi- 
tive within the shadows of a Chicago 
police station less than seven hours- 
after he had escaped from the Crown 
Point (Ind.) jail. 


However. Piquett said he had urged 


Uillmger to surrender. He pictured 
nw aid, Arthur O'Leary, as the villian 
who persuaded Dillinger to seek a 
hideout instead. He laid responsibili- 
ty for the face lifting operations on 
Dillinger and Homer Van Meter, to 
James Probasco. amateur veterinarian 
who concealed the gunmen in his 
West Side home and later leaped out 
of the 19th floor window of the De- 
partment of Justice offices. 


One of his statements drew the lie 


from Judge William Murray of Crown 
Point Piquett said he had discussed 
the murder of a policeman during a ! 
bank robbery in East ^Chicago, Intl.. I 
with the jurist during a chance 'meet- I 
ing at the World's Fair. Judge Murray 
was quoted as saying: "If Dillinger is 
tried and the death verdict is return- 
ed, I would commute it to life because 
I don't think he killed Officer G'Mal- 
ley." 


The jurist replied from Crown Point: 
"If Piquett said I promised to com- 


mute the sentence in event he (Dil- 
linger) was sentenced to the electric 
chair by the jury, he is a liar." 


He offered to "refute his testimony" 


in court. 


Asked if he believed he had broken 


the law, Piquett cried: "No." 


Prosecutor \Voil inquired why , he 


hadn't informed police of his client's 
hideout, but Judge Holly ruled. "It is 
not required of a lawyer to surrender 
his client or to inform law agencies."

Hope time) forced 
her heavily loaded plane upward and 
streaked out directly toward Oakland. 


Flying almost on the heels of a 


storm, Miss Earhart appeared heading 
for clearer skies. Naval weather re- 
ports said conditions were clearing on 
xer route. Unsettled weather prevail- 
ed off the Northern California coast, 
aowever. 


Tho heavily loaded plane streaked 


down the runway for about 3,000 feet 
and then Miss Earhart pulled it off 
he inuddy field without any appor- 


effort. It carried 522 gallons of 


gasoline and weighed 5,800 pounds. 


The plane seltfed back a b'ttle but 


took hold of the air again as it gained 
speed and started to 
climb. Within 


six minutes Miss Earhart was 2,000 
feet up.

Diamond Head, last point of land on 
the long journey.
